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Continuation of 2. NOTE: Claims 10 and 17 that are subject of the amendment were addressed in the previous two actions. The 
rejection plainly states that it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention was made to use 
the specific claimed bone morphogenetic protein, since it has been held to be within the general skill of a worker in the art to select a 
known material on the basis of its suitability for the intended us as a matter of obvious design choice. In re Leshin, 125 USPQ 416. The 
only possible contention could be that the use of the clamed proteins where not known in the art at the time of invention. However, US 
6,352,972 clearly shows the use of BMP series morphogenetic proteins for bone growth as early as June 3, 1997. It is clear that the BMP 
protein was within the knowledge of one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the instant invention.. 
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
